Down In July 


NEW YORK (UPI) -T h e cost 
of living declined in July for the 
first time in more than two years. 
'the National Industrial Conference 
Board reported today. 
The decline—a slight one-tenth 
of one per cent—marks the first 
break in the inflationary spiral 
that began in 1956 after almost 
three years of price stability. 
Declines in food, housing and 
apparel costs offset increases in 
transportation and sundries, send­ 
ing the board’s o v e r - all index 
down 0.1 per cent from June to 
107.4 per cent of the 1953 base pe­ 
riod. The index was 2.5 per cent 
above July 1957.
